New York, Oct. 3.—W hen J. Ram ­ 
say MacDonald, G reat B ritain’s labor 
premier, arrives here tomorrow aboard 
the B erengena to settle with Presi­ 
dent Hoover the method of an Anglo- 
American understanding on naval and 
related m atters, he sets an historic 
precedent. 
No British prem ier ever 
undertook a sim ilar mission. 
Ju st now, MacDonald is by all odds 
the outstanding personality 
among 
the peace-time statesm en of Europe. 
The eyes of the continents are fo­ 
cused on him. America in particular 
is eager to see what m anner of man 
has taken the helm in England and 
steered such a vigorous course. When 
he visited here before, he was not 
quite the world figure he is today. 
MacDonald is a statesm an extra­ 
ordinary, of unique double personal­ 
ity. In his inflexibility and idealism, 
he is rem iniscent of Woodrow Wilson. 
In his vigor and directness he recalls 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
Yet he is not 
like either.

MacDonald is a man of the people 
and understanding their needs. 
He 
was born in the little Scottish village 
of Lossiemouth and made 
his 
own 
way to the top. In London as a young 
m an he struggled for a time on $2.50 
a week, drinking hot w ater instead 
of tea and still m anaging to find time 
to save and study. 
His rise was 
methodical and steady. 
He worked 
from the bottom just as surely as 
A braham Lincoln.

Clark adm itted he was so deeper 
ately In need of money that he was 
forced to sell hts Bible. 
"For a preacher to sell his Bible 
means he Is destitute. I merely put it 
I hat way to show them the extreme 
situation that existed,” Clark said. 
Mrs. Kennedy, seated opposite h^r 
asserted lover, cried softly when the 
m inister told of their first meeting in 
a hotel. 
"Did you resist?" Robinson asked. 
"My resistance was broken down. 
“Did you call for help or make an 
outcry,” 
"No sir.” Clark said he had no re 
sistance to offer because they had 
pledged their m arriage.

Cars May Go A r omul l f Road is mocked, 


If a public highway is out of repair and impassable, a trav­ 
eler may lawfully go over the adjoining land, without being guilty 
of trespass, according to a Minnesota Highway Bulletin just is­ 
sued. This is the rule of common law, according co an opinion of 
J. E. Markham, assistant attorney general. 
“This right of diversion is based upon the maxim that private 
mischief shall be endured rather than public inconvenience, and on 
the ground that it is for the public good that there should be at 
a1! times free passage along the highways for all subjects of the 
state,” says Mr. Markham. 
“The right, having its origin in ne­ 
cessity, is limited by the necessity which creates ii, and is not to 
be exercised from convenience merely, nor when, by the exercise 
of due care, after notice of obstruction, other Ways may be se­ 
lected and the obstruction avoided.” 
Mr. Markham quotes a decision by the court of appeals of 
West Virginia which states the law concisely, as follows : 
“It is well also to note that in addition to all the public 
roads, he may, under certain circumstances, rightfully pass 
over private property. 
If, in traveling upon a highway, he 
finds it obviously dangerous at any point, he may pass around 
such a place over adjacent private property, and even remove 
fences and destroy crops in doing so, provided he .does not 
deviate farther from the road, nor do more injury to the pri­ 
vate premises, than is actually necessary, and no other rea­ 
sonably convenient public way is available.” 
The opinion is of special interest at this time of the year, 
when state and county highway departments are negotiating for 
permission to place snow fences on private property near the high­ 
ways. If a road is snow blocked, due to the refusal of a farmer 
to allow the erection of snow fences on his property, travelers 
may go through fields or meadows, cutting fences if necessary, to 
get around the drifts which block the road. 
During the last three or four years, the Highway department 
in acquiring right-of-way has included in the easement a clause 
covering the right to erect snow fences. On right-of-wav acquired 
this summer and to be acquired hereafter, this clause is not neces­ 
sary, as under a law of the last legislature, the right to erect snow 
fences is automatically included in the easement, unless stated io 
tftfe^fcontrary. 
On all the older roads it is necessary to get permission from 
the land owner to put up snow fence. 
In a few cases hignway 
officials have difficulty in obtaining the necessary permission, and 
sometimes failure to get permission to put up snow fence has re­ 
sulted in long snow blockades. 
No compensation is allowed for the use of the Ijind on which 
fences are placed, but in spite of this fact the majority of ('arm­ 
ers have without hesitance allowed fences to be places on their 
land. 
They feel that the advantages of an open road are worth 
many times any slight damage which may bt' done to the land. 
In erecting snow fences, the Highway department makes 
every possible effort not to damage farm property nor interfere 
with farm work. 
Snow fence is put up after the crops are re­ 
moved in the fall and taken away before spring work starts.
